Sewer. 

SOUTH PASADENA, May 29.— 
Recognizing the necessity of an out- 
fall sewer for the San Gabriel Valley. 
eighteen cities have taken up the mat- 
ter and were in part represented by 
delegates at a meeting held yesterday 
afternoon at the offices of Olmstead and 
Gillelin, in Los Angeles.. At this meet- 
ing the organization of the Trunk Line 
Outfall Sewer Commission was rati- 
fied, and its temporary officers made 
permanent by a vote of the majority 
of the cities included in the project. 
The officers are as follows: John 
D. Reavis, South Pasadena, president; 
Robert Jordan, Alhambra, vice-presi- 
dent; C. W. Rhodes, Pasadena, treas- 
urer; and Randolph Bartlett, tempo- 
rary secretary. 

The meeting ratified the selection of 
Olmstead and Gillelin as its 
neerd, and appropriated the sum of 


preliminary surveys in connection with 
the selection of a route to the sea, the 
sige and type of the main sewer, and 
other engineering features of the 


roject. 

It is believed that the sewer, which 
with laterals will be over 100 miles in 
length, and will drain over 164,000 
acres, can be made to serve not only 
the incorporated and 

towns between Pasadena and the sea, 
but all the territory in the San Ga 
briel Valley, which sooner or later 


must come in for residence and sub- 
purposes. In this connection 
ft is to enlist in the prelim-

SUPERIOR COURT DECLARES A; 
FRANCHISE FORFEITED.

Los Angeles Railway 
Falls to Complete San Pedro- 


street Line Within Limit Granted 
m Last Extension—Company Will 
Appeal—A Long Fight. 


The franchise of the Los Angeles 
Railway Corporation on San Pedro 
street from Fifth to Thirtieth streets 
was declared forfeited by Judge 


[Wood yesterday, from the point 


of view that the railway had failed 
to complete the entire route within 
the time limit granted by the city in 
the last extension. 

The effect of the decision, City At- 
torney Shenk declared, is to clear the 
way for a route for the municipal 
railway from the Plaza to the city 
limits. He said it is probable that no 
steps will be taken to oust the com- 
pany until the Supreme Court has 
passed on the matter, as the case will 
be appealed. 

A stipulation of facts in the case 
and briefs were submitted to the 
court yesterday in the quo warranto 
proceedings by City Attorney Shenk 
and Assistant City Attorney Cryer for 
the city, and Attorney Sterry for the 
company. The court held it was the 
intention of the City Council that the 
forfeiture should apply only to the 
uncompleted portion, but the section 
of the Civil Code bearing on the ques- 
tion provides that the forfeiture for 
failure to comply with the terms of 
the ordinance works a forfeiture of 
WWW 
0 

“If a view could be taken that the 
penalty referred to is that the fran- 
chise must be forfeited only as to the 
uncompleted portion of the road,” 
Judge Wood ruled, “then there would 
be no penalty, as the grantee could 
construct only as much as he pleased.” 

The franchise was granted in May, 
1897, for a right of way from First 
street to South Park avenue. Tracks 
were built from Fifth to Thirtieth 
streets and a four years’ extension of 
time was granted. The work was not 
finished within the stipulated time 
and the city commenced to tear up 
the tracks beyond Thirtieth street. 


| The company obtained an injunction 


and while the case was in court the 
company proceeded with con- 
struction work to South Park avenue.

passed a law providing for the sale of bonds

They 
are sworn to follow the route most direct, 
that is the shortest and most practicable, 
eonstructed at the lowest . 

The law was made for the benefit of all 
the people, each resident of the State of 
California to feceive therefrom the high- 
est possible good consistent with the in- 


| terest of each and every other resident of 


the State. This is following out in letter 
and spirit the principles lying at the foun- 
dation of the American government. | 

This being so, it is the bounden duty of 
every patriotic resident of California to 


lend all possible aid and comfort to the 


officials charged with the performance of 
this duty. We will go further and say it is 
the bounden duty of every man to aid these 
officials. We are ready to go one step 
more and insist that every resident of the 
State of California who is at once patriotic 
and honest and will give diligent attention 
to the study of the subject will lend aid 
and comfort in every way possible. 

From Siskiyou to San Diego and from 
the Sierrak to the sea there seem to be 
sundry and divers persons unable to com- 
prehend the full force of the fundamental 
principles of government set out above. 
They are not for one minute for the great- 
est good to the greatest number in this 
matter of the highway, but for the greatest 
good to the least number, and that is the 
“one” that stands for each individual’s ego. 
It is astonishing how many of us are pos- 
sessed with this improper sentiment. Many 
would build the road not according to the 
provision of the, law, and they wauld have 
the officials betray the public by building 
the road not on the most direct, but along 
the most indirect route, not along the most 
practicable, but the most impracticable and 
the most costly route. And for what pur- 
pose? That the road may run along the 
garden of some farmer or groceryman or 
real estate man so as to accommodate him 
and his business. 7 

That spirit is neither wise nor right. It 
is not wise because it is impossible. The 
roads cannot pass every man’s dooryard, 
nor can they reach every little community 
in the State. There is not money enough in 
California to construct a system of high- 
ways so complex and all-embracing. 

The only right and the only wise rule to 
follow is that marked out by the law pro 
viding for the construction of the high- 
way. It is the privilege and the duty of 
every person residing in the State to see 
that the engineering department shall se 
lect these routes, lay out these roads and 
build them so as to, gife\the people of 


| Now we submit that this is not only a 


proper policy as provided by law, but an 
exceedingly liberal one. It can be easily 
supplemented by separate action on the 
part of the several counties, completing 
the State system by numerous local 
branches so that every community in the 
State and almost every resifient in the 
State shall be provided with a good road. 

To divert the highway from the route 


provided by law would be extremely waste- 


ful of the people’s money.. The main high- 
way must be of sufficient width and sta- 
bility to accommodate the great traffic sure 
to follow the trunk line. The branches 
may be smaller, tapering down to very 
narrow lines where they reach small com 
munities. Behold the tree of the forest.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 
HOW MUCH GOOD WILL IT DO US? 
And How Wil! Our Commerce Grow if We 


Have No Ships to Carry it? 
{Current Literature:] In 3 little over a 


year it is quite possible that ships will be 


passing through the Panama Canal from 


ocean to ocean. Standing on the Gatun 


locks and gazing in one direction, toward 
the Atlantic, Secretary ‘Knox saw six miles 
of completed canal. Gazing in the other 
direction, he saw the basin of the Gatun 
Lake, nearly ready to receive the floods 
from the Chagres River, stretching twenty- 
four miles toward the Pacific. At the other 
end of the lake is the Culebra Cut, most,

What remains to 
is to grade the sides and remove 
has been sliding down into 
Between the cut and the Gatun 
is left but a thin dike, the removal of 
which will allow the waters from the lake 
to flood all the eastern part of the canal.

plete.” Within a “few months” the water 
will fill the lake and the Culebra Cut as 
well. The great steel gates which are to 
open and close the Gatun locks were being 
put in place when Secretary Knox was 
down there a few weeks ago. Thirty thou- 
sand men are beginning to look out for 
new jobs. What Secretary Fisher of our 
Interior Department wishes to do is to 
take them and a lot of the machinery to 
Alaska and build Uncle Sam a railroad. 

There are evidences that the American 
imagination is beginning to kindle over the | 
canal. Large sums are being spent in 
preparation for the trade that is expected 
to ensue. M. Claude Casimir-Perier, after a 
mission of inspection to this country, sends 
an official report to France saying that the 
sums being spent for docks, pliers and har-. 
bor improvements in New York, Boston, 
New Orleans, San Diego, Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Portland, Seattle and other ports 
are out of all proportion to the trade that 
can t. To justify them, the canal 
‘would have to have a’ traffic for which the 
Straits of Gibraltar would be too narrow. 
He speaks of “feverish activity” and pre- 
dicts “heavy financial crashes” later. But 
he also foresees “vast economic changes,” 
and warns his countrymen that it is a crit-’ 
ical time for French trade. A speaker 
before the Commonwealth Club of San 
Francisco, a few weeks ago, assured his 
hearers that they would see, after the canal 
was opened, an increase of trade and com- 
merce and population beyond anything that 
had came to them in the sixty and more 
years since the State flag was first flung 
to the breeze. The minds of the harbor 
commissioners of Chicago are glowing with 


an equal voltage. Chicago is no longer to 


be an inland city, but is to have direct ac- 
cess to the markets of the Orient. They 
say in one of their reports on the effects of 
the canal: 

“On the trade with South America 
the Chicago merchant may save on his 
freight the cost and time of the Chi- 
cago-New York trip. On all the Pacific 
trade we will save twice that; thus 
the Chicago merchant will be independ- . 
ent of New York in all his trade, and 
he will have an added advantage in a 
water route (down the Mississippi to 
the Gulf) to the Pacific ports of Amer- 
ica, which will fix the maximum rates 
on the railway haul to the Pacific 
Coast.” 


But alas! while we spend 5400,00, 000 or 
thereabouts on the canal and are laying 
out funds lavishly for harbor facilities, we 
are doing little or nothing apparently in the 
way of providing ships. The North German 
Lloyd Steamship Line atinounces that it 
will establish direct service through the 


| Canal tween Bremen and San Francisco. 


The Hansa, another German line, will make 
Tacoma its terminal. -The Belgians have 
their minds set on a line to Portland. One 


Japanese line will run eleven steamers, of |’ 


eight to ten thousand s each, between 
Yokohama and New York Another Jap- 
anese line will run to Brazil. The Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha is constructing five ships to 
run to Europe and the United States. But 
there is little news of a revival of ship- 
building in our own country. “The canal 


will be American,” says the New York 


American, “but it now appears that the 
ships that sail through it will fly every 
flag but the American flag. Month 
by month the time draws near for the open: 
ing of the Panama Canal. The commercial! 
world of Europe and Asia is aglow with 
preparations for that earth-changing event. 
America digs—but takes no thought for the 
harvest of its own arduous planting. We 
are creating .a waterway that will alter all 
the long trails of sea travel; we are spend- 
ing our strength to double the efficiency 
ef the ocean-carrying trade of foreign na- 
tlons—but we are making no preparations 
to increase our own carrying trade.” 

One report, however, comes to hand of 
active preparations by an American steam- 
ship line to help take care of the new com- 
merce. The Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany announces that it has completed ar- 
rangements to build four big ships, of 38,000 
tons displacement, to ply between Hons- 
kong and New York, which, with the four 
ships now owned by that company, would 
establish a fortnightly schedule. Has that 
announcement elicited cheers? It has not. 
Instead, the Canal Committee in the House 
of: Representatives has reported a bill that. 
if enacted into law, will forbid these ships 
the use of the canal. For a controllirk in- 
terest in the Pacific Mail is held by the 
Southern Pacific Railway, and so fearful is 
the House Committee of the sinister de- 
signs of the trunk railways with regard to 
the canal that it is trying to prohibit any 
steamship company owned wholly or in 
part by a railway company from using the 
canal. So apprehensive are we lest the 
railways get control of the carrying trade 
through the canal, manipulate rates and 
‘throttle all real competition. Prof. Emory 
R. Johnson estimates the tonnage of ships 
using the canal the first year of its opera- 
tion at 10,500,000 tons, of which only 1,169,- 
000 tons will be coast-to-coast traffic. It is 
doubtful if we can take care of even that 
much in American ships.

91 The sensationa! declaration by At- 
ty.-Gen. Wickersham, summing up 
his examination of the report of the 
proceedings so far developed, was re- 
celved here with considerable satis- 
faction among government men as 
Presaging victory in the hard-fought 
ease. In the event of a decision for 
the government in the present suit— 
that for the cancelling of patents to a 
Part of the Elk Hills erant—it is re- 
garded as practically foregone that 
like results will be reached in the oth- 
er cases.
